By City Near 


Aviation Committee 


And C A A Official 


In Meeting Monday 
% 
M em bers of the A viation com ­ 
m ittee of the city council cham ­ 
ber m et in the office of city m an­ 
ager with a high ranking official 
of the Civilian Aeronautic A u­ 
thority to discuss w ays and m eans 
of obtaining perm anently the use 
of the abandoned arm y airfield 
now in the hands of U. S. E n­ 
gineers. 
U nder discussion was the city ’s 
application which has to be rec­ 
omm ended, it is said, by the CAA 
to the War Assets adm inistration. 
It w as learned that C. A. Loge, 
C.A.A. official who was present, 
looked w ith favor on the city’s 
request for the various buildings 
and equipm ent and indicated that 
he would recom mend the tra n s­ 
fer of these items to the city by 
W ar Assets adm inistration. 


THIS APPLICATION 
should 
not be confused w ith the interim 
perm it the city asked for som e­ 
tim e ago and w hich is exoected 
to be received by no later than 
Friday of this week. 
U nder the interim perm it the 
city of Palm Springs will be al­ 
lowed entry onto the field and 
place the airport 
in operation 
im m ediately. 
This 
application 
asked for 27 buildings w hich in­ 
cluded hangars, m achine shops, 
equipm ent and other essential 
tools needed in the operation of 
so m odern and large an airport. 
Even the m odem fire fighting 
equipm ent will come under the 
city's control. 


HOWEVER, it is known that 
the city w ill not directly operate 
the airport. A lease will be given 
to one of six individuals who in ­ 
dicated an interest in the opera­ 
tion of the field. The person or 
company who will be selected to 
operate the field under a m aster 
lease, will have to comply w ith 
several requests by city fathers. 
One of them and forem ost it 
is understood, will be the con­ 
version of some of the barracks 
out there to low cost housing for 
thoe employes w orking there, so 
that the city will not be con­ 
fronted w ith a heavier housing 
shortage than now faces it most 
of the year around. 


INVENTORY of the field was 
completed today by U. S. E n­ 
gineers and just as soon as this 
inventory can be counter checked 
by the city officials, the list w ill 
go back to U. S. Engineers in 
Los Angeles and the perm it for 
the city of Palm Springs to en ter 
the field should be forthcoming 
by the end of this week.

U.S. Senator 
Heard in Talk 
by Villagers

The El Paseo theatre was filled 
to capacity on Sunday evening 
when W illiam F. K nowland, Cali­ 
fornia’s junior senator, was the 
guest speaker under the auspices 
of the Palm Springs Republican 
Committee. 
Democrats, as w ell as R epubli­ 
cans, w ere present to hear the 
political philosophy of this young 
Californian, who has served the 
people so ably, not only in the 
state legislature, as assem blym an 
j and senator, but also in the arm ed 
1 forces w hen America was at war. 


SENATOR KNOW LANDS a n ­ 
alysis of present day shortcom ­ 
ings in governm ent adm inistra­ 
tion was strictly American. The 
first part of his speech was a 
step-by-step description of 
the 
many obstacles w hich faced the 
early colonists prior to the Revo­ 
lutionary War. In each case, he 
said, the colonists overcam e those 
obstacles because in th eir hearts 
was a determ ination to win free­ 
dom for them selves and the peo­ 
ple of fu tu re generations. 
Senator K nowland decried the 
loss of freedom w hich the A m er­ 
ican people have experienced in 
more than a decade, yet he was 
most optim istic as he outlined a 
plan to regain them. 


THAT PLAN IS SIM PLE, he 
said—and one that all Americans 
can understand. He said: 
1. We 
h a v e a 
Constitution, 
which is a governm ent by laws— 
not a regim ented governm ent by 
men appointed by th e President. 
Stick to the Constitution. 
2. Build America’s defenses and 
retain the secrets of the atomic 
bomb until such a tim e when all 
the nations of the w orld have ex ­ 
pressed a willingness and a proof 
that peace must be perm anent. 


3. UNDERSTAND th at the met) 
who are representing us in for­ 
eign policy negotiations are th in k ­ 
ing as Am ericans and not as p a r­ 
tisans, therefore don’t be sold on 
the theories of H enry Wallace, 
who, w hen he was a m em ber of 
the P resident’s cabinet, publicly 
expressed views on foreign policy 
that threatened to w reck every 
delicate m ove made in A m erica’s 
behalf by the Secretary of State 
Jam es Byrnes and Senators Van- 
denberg and Connally. 
4. Realize that the Pac are in ­ 
dorsing candidates whose philoso­ 
phy runs counter to our form of 
governm ent and w ay of life, and 
that those candidates to this day 
—tw o w eeks before election, have 
not told th e voters of California 
w here they stand. 
Assem blyman Phillip Boyd and 
Mrs. Melba Bennett, chairm an of 
organization, Palm Springs Re­ 
publican committee, presided at 
the meeting.

Riding out early In the m orn­ 
ing, a group of the riders dressed 
in the latest of w estern fashions 
and not w ithout shooting “irons”, 
m et a long line of T anner busses 
transporting 270 delegates to the 
Men s W ear Convention who had 
arrived by special train at Ban 
Bernardino from eastern points. 


THE "COWBOYS" s t o p p e d 
these busses w ith the aid of the 
local constabulary and the C ali­ 
fornia Highway patrol and kid­ 
napped some of the “tender-feet”, 
placing them in a stage coach 
for the rem ainder of the ride into 
the Village and the Desert Inn. 
All of the way in the Los Com­ 
padres let loose w ith terrifying 
yells and continued to shoot their 
guns until the D esert Inn door 
was reached. 
K angaroo court was then on the 
agenda and one was held at 12 
noon and another at 8 p.m., Mon­ 
day night. B eautiful fem ale “dep­ 
uties” scoured the streets a rrest­ 
ing anybody and everybody not 
properly attired, th at is, in all or 
part W estern gear. 


EARLIER in the day m em bers 
of the Los Com padres “inspected” 
business establishm ents to see if 
the owner and employes w ere 
properly dressed. In most cases 
“citations" w ere handed out to 
"offenders" ordering them to ap­ 
pear at K angaroo court. 
W estern week is the first of­ 
ficial event of the 1946-47 sea­ 
son and all of the money th a t is 
collected as a result of all events 
staged by the Los Com padres is 
to be donated to some local char­ 
itable organization. 
The biggest event of the week 
in which the Los Compadres fig­ 
ure will be the "Sundown p ar­ 
ade" which is to start at 4 p.m., 
tom orrow and is then to be fol­ 
lowed 
by 
the 
first 
big-time, 
night-held, rodeo in the history 
of Palm Springs, u'hich will be 
staged at the Field Club at 8 p.m. 


THE PARADE is expected to 
be the biggest ever to be seen on 
Palm Canyon drive. Starting at 
or near Torney G eneral hospital, 
the cavalcade of horsemen and 
floats will proceed south to end 
at Ramon road. Riding clubs from 
all over southern California have 
indicated intentions of entering 
the 
spectacle. 
Prizes 
for this 
event will also be aw arded. 
Last night the Los Compadres 
entertained a t a cocktail party 
on the grounds of the Desert Inn, 
which was attended by hundreds. 
Following the Men’s W ear Fash­ 
ion show Thursday afternoon at 
the Palm Springs Tennis club, a 
W estern dance will be staged at 
the club. 


ANOTHER EVENT which is 
scheduled to take place today is 
the Kangaroo court and street 
dance at 8 p.m. in the Plaza. 
Many easterners and Europeans 
here in Palm Springs for the first 
tim e in their life, ostensibly to 
attend the convention of M en’s 
W ear, will never forget the Vil­ 
lage if the Los Compadres have 
anything to do w ith it. Accord­ 
ing to Wall Spalding and other 
m em bers of 
that 
organization, 
they intend to do everything in 
their power to show these people 
a good and enjoyable time.

a hoax it really is. This is only 
one case: 
On January 1st, 1945, James F. 
Byrnes, then War Mobilization 
Director, and now secretary of 
state, predicted a complete de­ 
flation immediately after V-J 
Day, with much unemployment, 
and with people afraid to buy, 
because of a fear of depression. 
My questioner at the meeting 
also referred to a "boom and 
bust” probability. 
On July 1st, 1945, his successor 
in the War Mobiliaztion office, 
Fred M. Vinson, later the Secre­ 
tary of the Ireasury, and now 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, predicted economic dis­ 
tress. What he said was, “Instead 
of coming out of the war with 
an expanding economy, we will 
face another depression.” 
On August 15th, 1945, the third 
man to hold this job, in line, 
John W. Snyder, now the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury (the boys do 
get around, don’t they!) predicted 
an immediate depression and 
very great unemployment. He 
said definitely that in three 
months (that would have been 
November 1945) unemployment 
would reach 5 millions, and by 
the Spring of 1946, it would reach 
8 millions. On August 30th, 1945 
Arthur J. Altmeyer, th<> chairman 
of the Federal Social Security 
Board, made an estimate of com­ 
ing unemployment. He said that 
by December 1945 there would 
be a possible low of 5 x/z millions 
out of work and a probable high 
of 7.6 millions. He was cutting 
it a little finer, but it was still 
baloney. By June 1946, he said 
unemployment would be from 6 
to 10 millions. That was the fig­ 
ure of the depression of the 
thirties. 
On October 29th 1945, Henry 
Wallace looked into his always- 
cloudy crystal ball and predicted 
unemployment would be 7 mil­ 
lions in 1946; 4Vi to 5 Vi millions 
in 1947; running into 1948 and 
1949, with an increase of unem­ 
ployment in 1950 reaching 7 to 8 
millions. 
So let’s see what happened. 
The Spring of 1946 has come and 
gone. There has been no depres­ 
sion. The people have not stopped 
buying, except when prices went 
higher than they wanted to pay, 
which is heavily, and a condi­ 
tion with which older citizens are 
familiar. It is called the law of 
supply and demand. 
Unemployment, instead of in­ 
creasing, has stayed around 3 
millions, or below, which I re­ 
mind you is normal for the 
United States. It was fear propa­ 
ganda. 
I end this week’s letter with 
a p h r a s e which still echoes 
through the land, even after 6 
years. “Only the productive will 
be strong; only the strong will 
be free.”

Why not 
have a published staetment show­ 
ing the value of said water works 
system together with receipts and 
disbursements for the past yeai. 
It is the taxpayer’s right to 
know. The question of any pub­ 
licly owned enterprise calls for 
a regular accounting by respon­ 
sible officials. This is one of the 
main functions served by Public 
Notices. The requirement of such 
Notices is a recognition of the 
right of the public to be kept 
informed on its affairs.
